■Heing a quick-maturing annual, it will 
prove especially helpful to those who 
cannot grow clover. A crop of soy beans 
nan be produced anywhere In the State 
between the spring and autumn frosu>. 
The snv beans may be grown for pasture, 
green forare (soiling), for hay or snail- 
tons of green fodder, 1 } to 2j tons of 
hsv, and If) to 40 bushels 1 f seed, accord- 
ing to variety, condition of sod, etc. 

The soil may be prepared as for corn 
If impoverished by previous cropping 
the soil should be well supplied with 
lime, potash and phosphoric acid. Ni- 
trogen manures have also proved beni- 
The seed ma? be sown broadcast 
the wheal drill, in rows 16 to 24 in 
ches apart, or with the corn drill, to be 
cultivated as corn. The earlier varieties 
of soy beans may follow a crop of rye or 
barley, or be sown in the standing corn 
at the time of of its last cultivation, if 
the weather is seasonable. If sown in 
corn but in two rows of soy beans be- 
tween each two rows of corn. Sow 
about two pecks to the acre, in rows like 
corn, and cultivate, if the seed is desired. 
For pasture, soiling or hay, sow four or 
Bve pecks to the acre. 

Soy bean hay compares favorably with 
clover bay in chemical composition. 
The seed is very rich in protein, and 
can therefore be fed advantageously with 
corn.

lOnmill is to have a commercial convention. The purpose 
this convention in to discuss ways and means to promote the growth of 
Louisville, and Kentucky, in material wealth and enterprise. 

It is a fact that the State at large is not showing enthusiastic inter- 
est in the convention. The country merchants and the country press 
are not wasting their time and space in commenting upon it. 

The reason for this apparent apathy on the part of the people out- 
side of Louisville is that they do not think that the promoters of the 
event are consistent. 

Louisville is the chief city of the State. Her power for assisting in 
the development of Kentucky is almost limitless. Were she to adopt a 
consistent course in niding in the growth of the commonwealth every 
community would meet her more ihan half way, and the confidence 
that would result would give birth to a new era of progress. 

Of late years, however, Louisville has adopted a very narrow 
policy. She goes on the "all hog" principle of Louisville first, Louis- 
ville last, Louisville all the time. This policy might be a winner if it 
was frankly and openly stated, but as an effort is made to conceal it in 
hypocrisy and sham it will prove a failure. 

For a long time Louisville's shibboleth was "Patronize home 
industries." As Louisville is the commercial, social and political heart 
of the commonwealth it wits Ihovgbt that anything produced by Ken- 
tucky capital, enterprise and labor within the confines of the State 
could he classed as the product of "home industries," anil those who 
were interested rejoiced at this manifestation of local and State pride. 
They expected and predictogjgteat things. 

Here in Breckenridge county we expected that our rock asphalt 
would be included. We thought that Louisville would compel the 
Board of Public Works to let down the bars that prevented the compe- 
tition of our product with that of the Barber Asphalt Monopoly. We 
thought that the plans and specifications governing the letting of asphalt 
contracts would be so revised as to give a clear field and no favor. 
Our people congratulated themselves and Louisville. They congratu- 
lated themielvei U cause they realized that our rock asphalt is the best 
paving material on earth and is the cheapest to put down. This being 
true, they felt that by securing fair ploy in Louisville they could get it 
elsewhere, and the result would be a demand for Breckenridge county's 
chief mineral product that would result in the development of the county 
and the enhancement of property values. 

They congratulated Louisville because they felt she was freeing 
herself from the odium of having killed, in her own house, the child of 
her energy and capital In her old attitude the presented the spectacle 
of a Kentucky city discouraging the world against using a Kentucky 
product, and when hoi Board of Public Works insisted on all bidders 
on asphalt paving fulfilling every requirement of the plans and specifi- 
cations governing the letting of contracts for asphalt construction, they 
furnished the competitors of Kentucky rock asphalt companies with a 
club with which to kill their only honest and formidable opponent. 

But Breckenridge canity was disappointed in her expectation. 

Breckenridge county is not alone in this matter. Every county 
from the mountains t>> Green River lias been offended by the stand tak- 
en by Louisville's city official!. 

A- the city folks did not take their own slogan, "Patronize home 
industries," very seriously their country cousiiiB realized the hollow 
mockery of the thing and declined to be the victims of a delusion and a 
snare. 

In the pa-t year a large amount of the trade of the retail merchants 
»n thi- section has been diverted from Louisville to Cincinnati. The 
reason for this is that the merchants whoM interests have been affected 
by Louisville's plan of playing fast and loose with its tributary territory 
decline to t rii-t it any longer, ind would rather patronize a city whose

Breckenridge, and every other county in Kentucky would delight in 
working harmoniously with Louisville in the creution of a greater 
Louisville and a greater Kentucky. 

All that is needed to bring about union and concord is frank, open 
honeBty. It is consistent to demand that this honesty and sincerity 
be shown by deeds — "by their works ye Bhall know them"— and when 
Louisville's municipal officers remove the ban against Kentucky 
asphalt they will have performed the test necessary to prove their 
honesty and sincerity. 

Louisville has degenerated to the extent that some of her best 
citizens have become her apologists. They know thai civic and 
municipal virtue in that good old town Iiiih sunk to a very low ebb. 
They are loyal to their city and are putting the best face that they can 
to the evil, but the mask does not conceal from the State at large the 
hideous features that exist. 

As a friend of Louisville we ask that her good people get together 
and clean out the Augean stables. It will bo a fearful task, and it will 
raise a terrible stink, but better that than festering corruption. 

Were Louisville like Dallas, Texas, she would lend a hand to every 
enterprise calculated to promote the best interests of tho State. If rock 
asphalt were discovered in the county adjoining Dallas the citizens of 
that place would never rest until all the streets of their city were paved 
with Texas asphalt. This accomplished they would urge the rest of the 
world to use it. The same is true of any other home product she could 
utilize. This is the reason why Dallas forges ahead while Louisville 
stands still. 

A commercial convention in Dallas, Texas, arouses the whole 
State, and no town considers it <elf too unimportant to be represented. 
Every community in Texas knuws that the business men of Dallas are 
sincere, earnest and consistent. They know when these business men 
get together something will result, and all of them hasten to get under 
the brunches when the plum tree is shaken. 

Comparisons are odious, it is true ; but if Louisville would adopt 
Dallas methods, be true lo herself and to others, her commercial con- 
ventions would attract more than passing notice. 

This criticism may seem severe, but it is made with tho kindest 
intent and the best motives. Kentucky is about to have one of the 
brightest and most prosperous years in her history, and if Louisville 
desires to reap the benefits she must adopt a new policy. When she 
does, the 8Ute will hold out the right hand of fellowship, and will once 
more take her back into full confidence and extend to her all the 
favors that kinship merits. 

Now is the accepted time to do this thing. Let the instigators of 
the commercial convention take up the question and handle it fear- 
lessly. It is not a political question. It is a matter that pertains 
to the public weal, and should come up under the head of "for the 
city's good."

And in ordsr that you may vote under- 
standing^ and advisedly we would sub- 
mit the following facte with calculations 
based on same. The amount of taxable 
property in district including the railroad 
is something more than $1,200,000 ; and 
exclusive of the railroad, is some more 
than one million dollars. And there is 
or will be next October, when another 
levy will be made, $55,000 drawing in- 
terest at 0 per cent. The Sheriffs com 
mission for collecting the tax is 10 per 
cent for the first $4,000 and 4 per cent 
for balance. 

And ss the railroad has this year re- 
fused to pay railroad tax, we have made 
calculations including and excluding it. 

Including the railroad, a levy of five 
dollars on each one hundred dollars 
worth of property will pay it all off in- 
cluding ons vears interest on the debt 
and sheriff's commission on the collec- 
tion, amounting to about $00,900. 

Exclusive of railroada, a levy of $0 on 
each one hundred dollars, will pay it all 
off, at a cost of about $60,000. 

The following calculations are made 
not to include the railroad, which, of 
course, if included, would make eitt 
the time or levy about one-sixth less. 

A levy of 80c on the one hundred dol- 
lars will pay the entire debt, including 
interest at 6 per cent and cost of collec- 
tion in ten years at a total cost of about 
$80,000 to the district. 

A levy of $100 will reduce the debt in 
7 years to $5,000, and a 65 cent levy will 
then pay it the eight year at a cost of 
shout $75,500. 

A $1.25 lew will reduce the debt in 5 
years to $7,000 and an 80 cent levy will 
psy the balance the sixth year at a coet 

i district of $70,600. 

Now we will intrude an humble opin- 
ion of our own by saying we are in favor 
of payibg it in one year with a five dol- 
lar levy, and compel the railroad to pay 

jrpart. 

It seems to "me that we should treat a 
public debt of this nature like a private 
ind pay it as soon as possible, and 
save 0 percent commission to the Sheriff 
on collection, with other expenses and 
6 per cent interest. 

Now, for example, if one pays taxes 
on one thousand dollars, he owes the 
bond holders $50 on interest at 6 per 
cent Now should he have to borrow 
the $50, which he can easily do on one 
thousand dollars, and at the same inter- 
est he now pays ; and if he has the mon- 
ey he can pay it and stop all expense 
and interest, so every body would bs 
benefited and no body hurt or worsted.

Crghlan during his fain- 
our speech, was written under peculiar 
circumstances in this cily in October, 
lsW7< The poem as it was in the original 
consisted of thirteen verses, not eight, as 
published throughout the world during 
the last two years. • 

The occasion upon wbicb the poem 
was written was the Emperor William's 
speech upon tbe divine right oi kings 
and bis own special mission npoo earth. 
At that time A. M. R. Ooidon, a Scotch- 
man by birtb, and whose real n 
A. McGregor Hose, was a member of the 
Montreal Herald staff. He had been in 
the habit ol writing verses upon differ- 
ent subjects, and was looked upon as a 
very bright fellow Indeed. The city 
editor, turning to him, said : 

"(Jive us a poem, Cordon, on tbe Em- 
peror." 



IBS than an hour's time he turned 
out thirteen verses, which were entitled 
by liim "Kaiser A Co ," not "Hoch der 
Kaiser." The matter w»s sent up to the 
printer just as it was written, and by 
some mistake the foreman ol the com- 
posing room only picked np eight verBes 
in type, leaving the other live verses on 
the galley. The paper went to press and 
Gordon, who was veiy particular a 
his matter being etricily correct, got 
of the first copies off the press. He at 
once saw the mistake, and the form was 
recast, not, however, before a few hui 
dred had been sent into the mailing 
room for the foreign mails. Thus the 
fact that only eight verses were copied 
in the papers which printed the poem at 
the time. In the second edition it was 
given in full and signed A. M. R
